
Does Taxing Home Furnishings Cost More Than It Is Worth?

My Assembly Bill No. '390, 
Introduced Jan. 19, is an act 
to add Section 222 to the Rev­ 
enue and Taxation Code, and 
reads as follows: "All house­ 
hold furniture is exempt from 
personal property taxation. 
This exemption shall be in ad­ 
dition to any other exemption 
now provided by law."

Bills similar to this were in­ 
troduced in previous sessions 
and I opposed them but after

The 
whole staff represents a heavy 
expenditure and as I have said 
previously. I believe it costs 
more to collect thfse taxes 
than they are worth.

The remaining provisions of 
Division lid. generally, would 
be made applicable by the bill 
to the transportation of radio­ 
active materials upon the pub­ 
lic highways.
